IMPORTANT POINT. 


In passing on the matter, which 


s recognized as a very 
important 


tiolnt for^both 
prosecution and 
-In- 


tense, Judge Boggs said 
the 
court 


does not have to pass on the ques- 
tion as to whether theso loans con- 
stitute embezzlement, but 
whether 


they fairly tend to prove the guilt 
of the Defendant.

was recalled and told a story that 
contained \filements of the dramatic, 
as to the events of the day the bank 
closed. 


On the preceding afternoon,

Craig said, 
he had 
observed Mr. 


Steeie looking through the" individual 
deposit ledger, and on the morning 
of the fatal day he continued that 
examination, occasionally taking off 
some figures. 


FIND SHORTAGE^, 


At 10 o'clock that forenoon he 


missed Mr. Whitfteld from the bank. 
About 2 p. m. Mr. Steeie asked the 
clerks to run the totals of the '-•<- 
vidual deposit ledger, and this was 
done, disclosing a total shortage of 
more than 1262,000. 


The figures were laid before Mr. 


Steeie by Mr. Craig, who doubted 
their correct.less and offered to run 
them again. Craig declared that he 
did rot believe his own footing, that 
he doubted there was any shortage 
at all, but thought a mistake had 
been made. 


FIGURES CORRECT. 


Mr. Steeie, he said, was of the 


opinion the figures correctly showed 
the total shortage. 


"We had our 
heads 
together," 


said 
Mr. Craig, 
referring to Mr. 


Steeie, Mr. Craig, Mr. Ray and Mrs. 
Jenkins, "tryn., to determine how 
the defalcations had occurred." At 
that time, he said, there was some 
talk of the $17,000 
shortage that 


previously had been detected in the 
bills receivable, and Mr. Steeie said 
he not only had made up that deficit, 
but that "not sss than $25,000 would 
cover shortages that I have made up 
from time to time." 


RECALL OTHERS. 


Judge 
Cochran 
and 
Senator 


Wright were recalled to th« stand 
to correct th 
impression that "had 


been made that Mr. Steeie himself 
had called the auditor the night the 
bank closed. They said Mr. Steeie 
suggested going to Springfield to 
see the auditor, but others suggest- 
ed that aa Judge Whltfield was re- 
turning to Decatur that night, he 
might see Bank Examiner J. W. Mc- 
Clellan, ana have McClellan call the 
auditor. This course was pursued. 


WHAT STEEI/E DID. 


Mr. Craig told while on the stand 


that 
he 
usually" carried 
balance 


sheets to Mr. Steele's desk; that Mr. 
Steeie frequently examined the gen- ! 
eral ledger, in fact, nearly every 
flay, and the Individual deposit ledger 
lots of times; that Mr. Steeie handled 
the bills receivable, and during the 
bond campaign looked after all the 
bond business; that in the presi- 
dent's absence Mr. Whitfield was in 
charge and handled the notes, though 
he did not know of Mr. Whitfield's 
making new loans while Mr. Steeie 
was present. Craig 'never saw Steeie 
use the adding machine.

The loss of life in autoing is many 
times that in theaters, a hundred 
times as many, possibly a thousand 
times.

A recent writer has been telling 


us that one-half of our best society 
is always telling the other half what 
it does not want to know, but that 
.he two halves take turns, and this 
establishes conversation on the basis 
of a kind of armed truce. 


When you sit at the table with 


men and women who really Know 
how to converse, what a joy it gives 
to you. And if you find yourself able 
at some point to contribute some- 
thing to the discussion, you are prop- 
erly pleased with your own impor- 
tance. It is to be hoped that you 
do not thenceforth proceed to mo- 
nopolize the conversation, 


People ought to be able to talk 


agreeably. They should Know things 
that other people care to know and

A sponge cake is "done" when it 


shrinks from the sides of the pan. 
Remove from the oven and turn up- 
side down on a cake rack. It should 
drop from the pan in a few minutes. 


This rule for sponge cake was 


worked out for bread flour.

Regulating the heat In the oven is 


perhaps the hardest part about cake 
baking. 
A reliable oven thermom- 


eter eliminates guesswork but an 
old-fashioned test that has proven 
Itself Is trying the oven with a piece 
of white ^aper. 


If the paper turns a deep yellow 


in five minutes the oven Is right for 
layer cakes. If the paper turns a 
pale yellow in five minutes the oven 
is right for sponge cake.

The HlRht Way So Make Cake. 


'AKE is divided into two classes, 
' cake witr butter and cake with- 


out. 
Aside from this all cake re- 


cipes are very much th- same. The 
proportions and combinations vary, 
making a cake light, fluffy, moist, 
dry solid or spongy. 


Careful baking is as important as 


careful mixinc. A steady, even heat 
must be kept. • If the oven bakes 
too fast on the bottom put a pan of 
water directly under tho cake. 


PLAIN SPONGE CAKE. 


Four eggs, 1 cup sugar. 1 cu] 


flour, 1 teaspoon baking powder, 1-8 
teaspoon salt, 3 tablespoons water, 
teaspoon vinegar, 1 teaspoon vanilla 


Break eggs, separating the white 


from the yolks. 
Beat yolks an 


v.-ater until thick and lemon colored 
-using a dover beater. 
Beat in th 


sugar gradually. The mixture sho-ul 
be smooth and creamy. 


Add baking powder and salt t 


flour and sift six times. Adi this t 
first mixture, beating first with th 
beater and finishing with a spoon. 


PLAIN BUTTER CAKE. 


One-half cup butter, 1 cup sugar, 


2 eggs. % cup milk, 2% teaspoons 


aklng powder, 1 2-J cups Clour, 1 
laspoon vanilla, 1-8 teaspoon salt. 
Pill measuring cup half 
full of 


water and put in enough butter to 
make the water rise to the top of 
he cup. Pour off water and put but- 
er in mixing bowl. Work butter with 
a wooden spoon and pour off any 
lUttermilk or water that works out. 


Gradually sift in ..ugar until you 


have a creamy mass. 
Then sift in 


about one-fourth cup of the flour. 
This will prevent the mixture from 
separating when the eggs are add- 


Beat eggs well with a dover 


beater and beat into first mixture. 


Mix and sift flour, baking powder 


and salt. 
Add part of this to the 


first mixture, stirring the whole to 
make a perfectly smooth mass. Stir 
in part of the milk, maklnir the mix- 
ture perfectly smooth. Add dry and 
liquid Ingredients alternately 
until 


all are used. 
Add vanilla and beat 


Just enonugh to mix thoroughly. 


Pour into an oiled and floured cake 


pan or two layer cake pans and bake 
in a moderate oven. It should take 
the layers about 20 minutes to bake 
and the loaf about 30 or 40 minutes 
N'ver grease a cake pan with but- 
ter. The salt in the butter scorches 
quickly and has a stronp taste. Olive 
oil or sweet lard is best. 


When a loaf cake must be baked 


very slowly the pan should be lined 
with a parafflne paper. 


Gramilated sugar should be used 


for all cakes unless otherwise stated 
in the recipe. Half butter and half 
lard used In a dark cake makes a 
enderer cake.
